Not a solitary 
brick partition scorns to havo boon put in 
tho house, tho whole interior being, as 
stated above, constructed of wood.

Evidently unaware 
oC tho oirocts being mado to save her, aho 
ran back into ono of the rooms' and roap- 
poared a moment later bearing a m-ittress, 
which she throw out of tho window. Tho 
crowd below cried out to her to stay whore 
sho was, but sho seemed darod, and just as 
tho ladder '.ud reached within a fow feot of 
the window where sho stood sho throw her- 
solf headlong to tho street below.
